» MRS. FLANDERS’ CASE NOL

. “It appears, however, that in July 
last at a

prosecute both Dr.. MeNaughton and 
Mrs. Fianders, 


asking that the indict-

NO POISON EVIDENCE. 
“Another fact important in a proper 


consideration of this case is that no 


evidence introduced at the trial shows 
that the defendant administered medi- 


cine containing poison to the deceased. 
was conclusively 
preven in the hearing before this com- 
mission that Flanders had been sick 
for some time, had been taking medi- 


cine, and was heard to remark, “This 


will some day kill me.’ A letter was 
read before this commission from a 
former ordinary of Bulloch county in 
which he said that a few days before 
he heard a responsible citizen of that 
county say that while in Thomasville 
on business he heard a merchant of that 
city say the deceased (Flanders) was 
sick in Thomasville some time before 
he heard of his death, and that, to his 
knowledge, Flanders was taking medi- 
cine while there. 

“The attorney for the applicant was 
given time to investigate this informa- 
tion, which was considered important 
for the reason that it corroborated one 
Seaborn Bell, a reputable citizen who 
had testified in an extraordinary motion 
for a new trial that the deceased on his 
way home. from southwest Georgia, 
where he had been to buy timber, 
stopped at Bell's house for breakfast, 
and while there stated that he had been 
quite sick and was taking medicine 
which contained poison. Two affidavits 
from citizens of Thomasville—one a 
eounty official who was in the company 
of the deceased several days, and the 
other a merchant of standing and un- 
questioned repute-—-were produced ‘to 
the effect that the deceased (Flanders) 
was sick in Thomasville, complained of 
his stomach and vomited, and was tak- 
ing medicine in liquid form, tablets and 
pills three or four times a day for at 
least a week or longer. A _ business 
Partner of the deceased, who was with 
him in Thomasville, also gave an affi- 
davit some time ago that the deceased 
was sick while there, had a prescription 
filled, and complained of being sick with 
the disease which the defendant con- 
tends caused Flanders’ death. 

“By force of reasoning if the deceased 
was sick and was taking medicine and 


|that medicine contained poison and the 


poison proved by analysis. was arsenic, 
then the poison in: the medicine was ar- 
senic. Therefore, especially from the 
facts recited above and for other rea- 
sons that could be drawn from the en- 
tire evidence in the case, this commis- 
Sion is convinced that the defendant is 
innocent, or at least there is such a 
doubt and such a failure to exclude ev- 
ery reasonable hypothesis save that of 
the guilt of the accused as to make it 
their duty to recommend his pardon.” 
PATTERSON'S POSITION. 

Commissioner tterson takes the po- 
sition that it would be a mistake for 
the governor to wholly set aside the 
action of the courts in the McNaugh- 
ton case, but inasmuch as the evidence 
against Dr. McNaughton was circum- 
stantial and the new evidence submit- 
ted to the commission justifies a com- 
mutation to life imprisonment. His 
memorandum follows: 

“It is always a source of deep re- 
gret to me when I find that I cannot 
agre with the other commissioners, 
especially when they are on the side

HIGH COST OF LIVING 
TRACED BACK TO FARM 


Farmers Are Paid Much High- 
er for Products Than of 
Old, Says Government 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.-—Back to the 
farm the department of agriculture has 
traced some of the responsibility for 
the present high cost of living. In a 
report issued today the department sets 
forth that the prices ‘paid the farmers 
for their products were more, with few 
exceptions, on September 1 than they’ re- 
ceived last year at that time. Among 
the more important articles of food 
which showed high increases were! Po- 
tatoes, 10.3 cents a sbushel; butter, 1.7 
eents a pound; chickens, 1.1 cents a 
pound, and eggs, .04 cent a dozen. Oats 
increased 4.3 cents qa bushel; barley, 1.7 
eents ,and cotton .05 cent a pound. The 
price of corn increased 2.2 cents a busa- 
el; wheat, 8.7 cents; flax, 34.8 cents; rye, 
7.8; buckwheat, 6.6, and hay 25 cent sa 
ton.

If there were need of further evidence of the 
importance and the feasibility of abating the smoke 
nuisance, the example of the National Association of 
Stationary Engineers would abuidantly suffice. This 
great organization, numbering more than twenty 
thousand members and comprising some three hun- 
fired affiliated societies in every part of the Union, 
is conducting an earnest campaign to eliminate un- 
necessary smoke. Its chief purpose, of course, is 
that of economy, for extessive smoke, as every coim- 

»petent engineer well knows, means a waste of fuel, 
a sacrifice of power and the loss of much money. The 
Association is convinced that these ills are prevent- 
able by proper methods and appliances and that if 
it arouse general recognition of this fact, it will 
render invaluable service to the country’s, industrial 
and’ business interests. 

The movement thus inaugurated is especially sig- 
_Mificant in that it shows the faith of a large and 
representative body of practical engineers. in the 
present day efforts to remedy the stuoke evil, These. 
men are not impulsive reformers. They know from in- 
timate experience what can be done and what ought to 
be done in this important field of activity; and their 
moral sanction and support stands behind every in- 
telligent effort the country 
troubles.

The Pernicious: Cotton Tax 


The Senate majority. waile accepting the tariff 
amendment which places a prohibivive tax on cotton 
futures, was at least prudent enough to provide that 
this unjust and dargerous scheme should not become 
operative until September, 1914. That concession is 
distinctly reassuring, for it indicates that the Senate 
has felt the sobering influence of business opinion 
and furthermore it gives time fora deliberate weigh- 
ing of the many ills which the imposition of such a 
tax would entail. It is unthinkable that right-mind- 
ed, patriotic men will insist upon a measure which 
means hardship and disaster to every field of Amer- 
ica’s cotton interests, particularly to the cotton grow- 
er, when they duly realize its effects; and this they 
cannot fail to do when they have given the subject 
suffigient thought. 

It is much to be regrett:d that the Democratic 
caucus of the Senate ever lent its approval to the cot* 
ion ‘ax. Leading Southern Senators, notably Sen- 


ators Bacon and 3mith, of Georgia, Senator Overman, © 


of North Carolina, Senator Smith, of South Carolina, 
Senator Fletcher, cf Florida, and both Senators from 
Louisiana, offered «arnest and logical protests against 
the so-called Clarse amendment. They showed its 
grave menace to th iegitimate cotton interests of the 
entire country in” especially to the farmers of the 
South. Unfortunately, ‘however, their wise counsel, 
did not prevail. Yet, the fact tha. majority deferred 
the opéFation of the tax for a year is evidence that 
vaution and common sense are at length asserting 
themselves. 

Emphatic opposition to the amendment has dpvel- 
oped in the House; and if th- House Democrats will 
urge their convictions in the forthcoming committs2 
conference over the tariff bil: the amendment can be 
defeated. It is vor,:important that tais be dene now 
rather than in the months to come. Fear of the pro- 
posed tax has already had a depressing effect on the 
price of cotton. There was a decline of nearly three 
dollars a bale when the action of the Senate caucus 
last Friday became krown at the New York and 
Néw Orleans exchanges, The later announcement that 
the tax, if finally ratified, would be suspended a year 
proved stimulating but it is evident that so long as 
there is a serious probability of this amendment going 
into effect, cotton interests generally and the farmer 
especially will suffer. The sooner it is killed, the 
better for the South and for the country at large. 

The tax, on cotton sold for future delivery is ut- 
terly irrelevant to the purpose of the tariff bill and, 
indeed, is sharply at variance with the spirit of that 
great measure. Such a.tax would invite and en- 
courage the very sort of evil which tariff reform 
seeks to prevent. It would force out of the market 
a large number of small buyers, for the merchant 
with limited resources could not afford to take the 
risk of the continually fluctuating prices to which 
cotton more than any other commodity is subject, if 
he were deprived of the “hedge” protection by a heavy 
or prohibitive tax. The result would be the concen- 
tration of the power of purchasing cotton in the 
hands of a few large interests, so that the tyrannies 
of monopoly, which the tariff bill is designed to 
check, would be developed anew in their most dam- 
aging form. , 

It should be noted furthermore, that the Clarke 
amendment, while professing to prevent gambling in 
futures, is aimed solely at the cotton trade. It takes 
no account whatsoever of hedging incorn and wheat 
and other commoe'ties. Why this fiagrant discrim- 
ination against the South’s unlef agricultural preduct 
and chief item of commerce? Were the proposed 
amendment in any wise consistent, it would apply to 
all commodities in which contracts for future de- 
livery are made. But it is paipably insincere; its 
avowed purpose of reform is clearly a sham; it has 
no excuse for existence. : 2 

Such a scheme cannot long withstand the public 
condemnation it has aroused. Sooner or later it 
must be abandoned because of its inherent folly and 
viciousness. The safest and fairest curse the Demo- 
crats can pursue is to abandon it now. Let the 
Democrats of the House stand firmly against the

On the map this 
place is labeled Madeira, but to the visitors from the 
liners that call ‘there the little island is a place of 
wonder and enchantment. 
There is an atttractive little story in connection 


with the discovery of Madeira, Robert Machim, a no-_ 


blernan without means, and Anna d’Arfet, a woman of 
noble birth, and also very wealthy, were sweethearts. 
Anna’s parents bitterly opposed the union, for whey 
had arranged a match between Anna and a wealthy 
ad handsome young nobleman she detested. 
DRIVEN ON THE ISLAND.

Just before the wedding was to take place athe two 
sweethearts, assisted by some triends. left Bristol, 
their home, in a small vessel, intending to flee to 
France. But instead of reaching the French coast they 
were tossed about by a violent storm and after four- 
teen days came in sight of a beautiful island. The 
little vessel was beached near where the village of 
Machico now 1s, and there Robert made his young 
bride as comfortable as possible. Before they couid 
get all their belongings and stores to the shore the 
ship was wrenched from its anchorage and driven 
away in the storm, leaving several of the crew with 
the unfortunate sweethearts. 


In this most rare climate, surrounded by vegetation 
of all kinds, the little company began what they be- 
lieved would be a happy life.

DIVED IN SPITE OF A SHARE. 


As one approaches the little) island he is at once 
struck: by its beauty. The little pink and white and 
blue houses glisten in the merning sunlight; it seems 
like a toy city nestling at the foot of a mountain. The 
sides of the mountain are terraced, and vineyards 
grow on its steep sides. No sooner has the anchor 
been lowered than the ship is surrounded with small 
boys who implore the Passengers to throw out coins 
for them to dive after. And dive for them they did 
in spite of the fact that the long fin of a shark 
could be seen extending out of the water as the great 
sp swam lazily about. 


“The passengers are taken ashore in small boats. 
From the landing stage one wanders up a cool, shady 
street lined with palm trees and shops. Now and 
then a large sleddrawn by bullocks slides clumsily by, 
this being the only street. ccr system in the island. 
There is a funicular railroad running to the top of the 
mountain, but the most enjoyable way to get there is 
to walk. The narrow winding streets are inclosed by 
the high walls of private gardens and through the 
open gafes one catches glimpses of sunny patios filled 
with flowers of all kinds. Above the walls can be 
seen the wide galleries of the houses where the own- 
ers sit and smile hospitably at you. 


We started out to walk and at once a guide at- 
tached himself to us. He was a ragged, disreputable 
looking person who pledded along in a most dignified 
manner. It took us nearly half an hour to convince 
him that his services were not desired and that he 
was only wasting his time with us. We had to buy 
him a glass of that rare old Madeira wine before we 
could detach him. Ahead of us plodded an old white 
haired man, slowly pulling himself over the slippery 
stones with a long staff. We caught up with him and 
he began chatting with us in his musical Portuguese. 
It was only a haif hour's walk to the top, he assured 
us, and for this information we bought him a glass 
of wine. That is the best way to get into the good 
graces of the isiand inhabitant. 


On, the way up we met a numbew of the peasants, 
all of wham could speaki a few words of English, but 
they were more delighted when we greeted them in 
Portuguese, and they chatted with us in their soft, 
rippling’ tongue. We were met at almost every turn 
in the road by ragged children carrying flowers which 
they thrust at us. And they followed us in swarms 
until we had siven them a few hundred reis for their 
really beautiful bouquets. At one place we precipi- 


oo 


‘tated a fierce fight by giving the money to the wrong 


child, and in the excitement we escaped without hav- 
ing to buy more. flowers. 


A FINE VIEW FROM THE TOP. 


From the top of the mountain the view is magnifi- 
‘cent. The little town far below clings to the side of 
the mountain; and further out the great expanse of 
sea stretches out to the horizon. Up here is a ho- 
tel where one can get an excellent meal, either in the 
dining reom or out on the terrace; and also excellent 
wine. 

Returning to the town from the mountain top is 
the real sport, and ond that has made Madeira as fa- 
mous as its wine. Every visitor remembers vividiy 
the wild ride down the narrow tortuous streets in a 


sharp» stones in the street at great speed. Two men 
run along at each side of the basket and when the 
speed gets too great they hold back with ropes at- 
tached to the rugners. These ropes are also used to 
guide the rather unwieldly vehicle around the corners. 
But for an extta tip the attendants will jump on the 
runners and let the basket go as fast as it will, We 
promised our men a few extra cents if they wouid 
pass every other basket cn the way, and this they 
tried their best to do. 


We c&reened around corners, chargea through herds 
of goats, scattering the animals in every direction, 
flashed by children with flowers and narrowly shaved 
several of the slower baskets. Now and then stops 
would be made ostensibly to rum a greased rag on the 
rienners, but theSe stops were always in front of a 
wine shop and further progress was impossible until 
the sledmen had been refreshed at our expense. This 
little treat is compnisory. At every wineshop one is 
besieged by beggars. We met one picturesque eld vil- 
lain in a_bright blue overcoat and wearing a straw hat, 
who took me into his confidence for some reason. He 
motioned to me mysteriously and when I had joined 
him he untied a soiled handkerchief in which he had 
a large number of coins of almost every kind. These 
he has managed to wheedle out of the generous tour- 
ists. After this he smiled winningly and asked me 
to add to his hoard. ]j did. What else could 1 do? 
He was a clever ‘old reprobate.

The Happy-Go-Lucky Golfer _ | 
The Right Hon. David Lloyd George is not a golfer 
because he once blindly holed out in one on a course 
in southern France—every novice has done such a 
thing at some time or other—but as a natural philoso- 
pher who has dallied with the game Mr. Lloyd Georges 
qualifies to give advice about it. In distributing 
prizes after a tournament in Wales the other day he 
proclaimed the theory that the poor piayer got more 
eut of golf than the zood player, more exercise, more 
thrills and more gratification. As a poor player him- 
self, Mr. Lioyd George’s views are not to be whistled 
down the wind. His holing out in one was never re- 
peated. on any other course, and there is a suspiclon 
that the polite Frenchman who found the economist’s 
golf ball-in the hole on the other side of an olive 
copse putted it in with his foot to furnish Mr, Lloyd 
George with a deathless reminiscence. That gentle- 


man’s theory of comparative values he thus explained 
at Chiccieth: 


“The better a man played the less he got out 
of it both as regards exercise and enjoyment, for 
the good player got worried over the slightest 
mistake, whereas, the poor player made too many 
mistakes to worry over them and was bent upen 
getting ali the enjoyment “he could out of the 
game.” 

The Right Hon. Arthur’ James Balfour would say 
that nothing else could be expected from such a bar- 
barian as the chancellor of the exchequer, who was 
born without the golfing temperament. But is. he 
trdiecally and absolutely wrong? Every good goifer 
will depose to days when he went out to the links pre- 
pared, both physically and mentally, to reduce his 
score and failed to do so ignominiously, owing to la- 
mentable mischances that were utterly unaccountable 
and mysterious. It seemed like implacabie destiny 
and he was helpless, but the fiasco rankled in his 
soul; it spoiled his temper, affected his appetite and 
drove sleep from his pijow. He counted that day lost, 
a black letter day, and thought of giving.up golf as 
«a game that had no compensations at all for him. 

In every club there is a detached group of incorri- 
gibly poor players, who shout with vacuous glee when 
they go round in less than 110. As the British chan- 
cellor of the exchequer says, they make too many 
“mistakes” to worry about their play, but they do 
enjoy themselves hugely; and what with fosing the 
ball in long grass, or topping or slicing on most of 
the drives, or taking many grotesque and impotent 
strokes to escape fr sand bunkers, they get infinite- 
ly more exercise for their iegs and back muscles out 
of the game than any exclusive golfer does. Mr. 
Lloyd’ George ‘congratulates himself that he is, and 
will ever be, in the happy go lucky, irresponsible, fond- 
ly foolish and disreputable class of players who’ al- 
ways perform badly and are ever blissfully indifferent 
to Colonel Bogey’s score. 

It has escaped no casual observer that the painstak- 
ing, earnest golfer fs an unhappy man. A stroke or 
two less than his deserts is a greater tragedy to him 
than the engulfing ef thousands of Hindus in a flood 
or the destruction of- cities by earthquake. Famine,

game." The fellow has eeased to be human—a very 
mournful type indeed. “How much more to be envied | 
is the unskilled and irresponsible golfer, who laughs 
his way over ‘the course, takes his mishaps philosoph- 
ieally as they come, never turns in a score for a cup, 
eats like a wayfarer, sleeps like an apple cheeked child 
and never has golf on his en sR gpd York Sun.

THE ATLANTA 
POULTRY, PIGEONS AND LIVE STOCK 


What to Plant for Winter Grazing 


VERY one who has pbdultry, 
E hogs and cattie should by all 
means plant a small patch 
of something green for them to 
graze on during the winter, or to 
cut and feed to both animals and 
fowls. The month of September 
is the proper time to plant some- 
thing for this purpose, even if you 
only put in a small amount in the 
chicken yard or small field, it is 
far better to have a small place 
planted now than to wait later. 

A bountiful supply of this green 
food is almost like medicine given 
to live stock and poultry, and they 
will thrive better when they have 
this variety than they would if 
they had to do without. It is as- 
tonishing how much feed it will 
save and how much good it will do 
a cow, horse, hog, or chickens. 

Any vacant spot can be made to 
grow a large and useful crop of 
abundant green if properly planted 
in September and the best thing 
for this purpose is a mixture of 
rye, barley, winter turf, and oats 
mixed equal parts and plant at 
least four to six bushels to the 
acre, broadcast. Should be turned 
under with a turn plow or spaded 
in deep with a garden fork and 
after it has been turned or spaded 
it is a good idea to plant broadcast 
ten pounds of rape seed per acre on 
top of the plowed ground. This 
should be raked in with a garden 
rake or run a weeder or tooth har- 
row over it. It will smooth the 
land and cover the rape seed at 
the same time. 

Rape seed should not be planted 
deep as they will not germinate. 
By planting a patch or field in this way the rape will come along first 
and it can be cut off or grazed as it will come along ahead of the grain. 
It will grow faster and this will give a variety of feed, and when rape is 
planted in this way much of it will stdnd during the cold winter months, 
but it will grow so fast it will give an abundance of green food during 
late October and November and December, and the other grain will get 
sufficient growth so that it can be pastured or cut when it is dry enough 
throughout the entire winter, and in the early spring it is surprising what 
tremendous amount of rich, green feed this will give you. There would 
be less sickness and much better results obtained from animals and fowls 
of all kinds if every one would plant more winter grain for their fowls and 
animals. ‘ 4 
ares seasons throughout the entire south are so suited to growing such 
crops during the winter, but we neglect this most important thing and fail 
to get the benefits from the abundant rains during the winter months 
that produce such enormous growth of all kinds of grain that is suited 
during the winter. As this mixture is adapted to the clodest weather, it 
will grow throughout the entire winter. By planting in September it will 
get a good start and have splendid growth on it before very cold weather. 
This first growth should be grazed so that the animals can settle the 
cround and it will be less liable to be killed by the land spewing up during 
the winter months. Live stock grazing on it through December while it is 
dry will settle the ground, and it will really be better for it than not to 
graze it, as it stands the winter much better,

HISTORY OF HIS LIFE. 

William Jay Gaynor was born on a 

farm near Whitestown, N. ¥., in 1851. 


He had to help the family in its strug-

He graduated from the Whites- 
tcwn seminary, went to Boston to teach 
school, and afterwards studied law in 
the office of Ward Hunt, of Utica, who 
later became a justice of the supreme 
court of New York.

From that ‘moment until tis death, 
Gaynor had lived in the midst of con- 
tinual political warfare.

Mr. Gaynor was elected a justice of 
supreme court of New York in 1893, 
on a nomination given him by Republi- 
cans and Independent.

His term as mayor of New York 
bore the imprint of his personality in 
many striking innovations.

The bullet penetrated Mr. Gay- 
nor’s throat. He suffered from this se- 
rious injury for many weeks, but finally 
recovered to a sufficient degree to en- 
able him to resume his duties and was 
apparently none the worse for his expe- 
rience until recently when the wound 
began ..to trouble him. again. 

Gallagher had been dismissed from: 
the dock department of the city of New 
York under Mayor Gaynor’s order and 
had repeatedly endeavored to induce the 
mayor to reinstate him. For his crime 
he was sentenced to twelve years’ im- 
brisonment. After little more than a 
year in prison he was transferred to the 
New Jersey state hospital for the in- 
Sane at Trenton and died theré”™ last 
February. 

HISTORY OF HIS LIFE. 

William Jay Gaynor was born on a 

farm near Whitestown, N. ¥., in 1851. 


He had to help the family in its strug- 
gle for existence, and 
had to take time for his own educa- 
tion. He graduated from the Whites- 
tcwn seminary, went to Boston to teach 
school, and afterwards studied law in 
the office of Ward Hunt, of Utica, who 
later became a justice of the supreme 
court of New York. In 1878, young 
Gaynor went to Brookiyn and beeame 
@ neWspaper reporter. Two years later 
he was admitted to the bar, 

From that ‘moment until tis death, 
Gaynor had lived in the midst of con- 
tinual political warfare. He’started it 
with an attack upon the unlicensed sa- 
loons in Flatbush, a section of Brook- 
lyn, and won. ; 

Ten years later, he led a successful 
fight against the so-called. McLaughlin 


ring, in Brooklyn. His battle against 
John Y. McKane, boss of Sheepshead 
Bay and Coney Island attracted nation 


wide attention 
Sing. 

Mr. Gaynor was elected a justice of 
supreme court of New York in 1893, 
on a nomination given him by Republi- 
cans and Independent. Democrats, was 
re-elected in 1907, but résigned to ac- 
cept the nomination of mayor of New 
York city, to which he was elected in 
November, 1909, 

His term as mayor of New York 
bore the imprint of his personality in 
many striking innovations. As he ex- 
pressed it, “I never quarreléd with the 
organization leaders, because I was too 
busy. I simply went on and did my 
work from day to day, and I kept their 
hands out of the public treasury.” 

Mayor Gaynor was a writer of -many 
letters and attracted national attention 
by these and his policies.
